Whenever Jefferson or any 
other president of the old day, found 
it expedient to stretch the federal 
authority, he did not hesitate to do 
and he cannot be accused of rto- 
lst In* tbe principles of sUte rights 
It is absurd In tola day, to treat tbe 
old horror of a montrchy as If the 
principles of our dual government 
wnre bound up in keeping Its mem- 
ory green.

Wesley's day 

The Increasing work In foreign 
fields has rreuted sn urgent demand 
for a bishop to hsve apeclsl super- 
vision over this work, snd It Is ex- 
pected tbst s demand will be made 
upon tbe general conference to se- 
lect a man for this work— tbe Idee 
being that one bishop should be 
designated to have supervision of 
the foreign missions, not that hs 
should be rslled a missionary bishop 
nor that he should be required to 
live continuously In tbe foreign 
fields, but one wbose principal effort 
should be devoted to this important 
department. 

In this connection several names 
are mentioned, but the consensus of 
opinion seems to be fixed on Dr 
Walter Lambuth. general secretsry 
of the bosrd of missions, as the 
loglcsl man for such sn appoint- 
ment.
